The salmon fleet prepared to sail 
for Alaskan fishing grounds yes- 
terday after pickets were with- 
drawn from the vessels by the AFL 
Sailors’ Union of the Pacific. 

Secretary Harry Lundeberg of 
the SUP ordered the picket lines 
disbanded when agreements were 
signed with the canning companies 
granting “everything” the sailors’ 
union asked for. 

The union had picketed the ves- 
sels of the Red Salmon Canning 
company and the Alaska Salmon 
company for three days with de- 
mands that more of their seamen 
be hired to fill posts held last sea- 
son by men who also worked in 
the Alaska canneries. 

“The companies have agreed 
to the sailors’ demands,” an- 
nounced Lundeberg. “Our men 
will have fifty-four more jobs 
with the fleet this year than 
last.” 


Leiserson Approved 
By Senate Committee 


The senate committee on edu- 
cation and labor reported Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s nomination of 
William M. Leiserson to the na- 
tional labor relations board with 
the recommendation that it be con- 
firmed by the senate. 

At present Mr. Leiserson is a 
member of the national mediation 
board which administers the rail- 
way labor act. When confirmed by 
the senate he will take the place of 
Donald Wakefield Smith, whose 
nomination was opposed by the 
American Federation of Labor be- 
cause of his manifest prejudice 
against the A. F. of L. and in 
favor of the C. I. O.

GREEN INVITES C. 1.0. 
TO COME BACK HOME 


An appeal by William Green, 
president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, urging the unions 
composing the congress of indus- 
trial organizations “to come back 
home and become a part of the 
A. F. of L.” featured the sessions 
of the Pennsylvania State Federa- 
tion of Labor. 

Mr. Green’s telegraphed message, 
read to the convention by James L. 
McDevitt, president of the state 
federation, said: 

“Our great movement is win- 
ning its fight for the preserva- 
tion of democratic principles 
and majority rule in the ad- 
ministration of our affairs, and 
for the acceptance of the polit- 
ical and economic philosophy of 
the American Federation of 
Labor. Unity and solidarity can 
be restored to the ranks of 
labor when those who left home 
and set up a rival rebel move- 
ment return.” 


40-Hour Week for Postal 
Pneumatic Tube Employes 


Employes of the pneumatic tube 
system of the post office depart- 
ment were placed under the 40- 
hour week in a bill passed by con- 
gress and signed by the president. 

Other bills signed by the presi- 
dent give substitute workers in the 
pneumatic system credit for time 
served as substitutes when they 
are made regular employes and 
provides a wage differential for 
night work. The measures give the 
pneumatic tube employes the same 
benefits that other employes of the 
postal service enjoy.

Board of Education 
Compells School Children 
To Purchase Goods “Made 
In Japan,” Says Labor 
Council Secretary 


Vigorously protesting the action 
of the Alameda school board for 
allowing the bids for the junior 
prom to be printed on products 
“made in Japan” the Alameda 
County Central Labor Council sent 
the following letter to the board 
this week: 

“The Central Labor Council 
of Alameda county at its reg- 
ular meeting held on the 22nd 
instant, instructed the under- 
signed to communicate with 
you protesting the action of 
your board in allowing the bids 
for the junior prom recently 
held by students of the Ala- 
meda high school to be print- 
ed on a product bearing the 
stamp “made in Japan”; and 
also to protest the action of 
your board in compelling stu- 
dents participating in the pro- 
duction “Mikado” to buy Jap- 
anese made goods to make the 
costumes used in said produc- 
tion.” 

The letter was signed by William 
A. Spooner as secretary of the 
council. A similar letter was sent 
the Alameda city council also. 

Council delegates stated that it 
was actions such as this that kept 
11,000,000 Americans on the unem- 
ployed list in the United States 
today. 

“Actions such as this must be 
stopped,” they said. 


Declares That Beneficiaries of Labor Board's 


Biased Rulings Are Using “Malicious Accusations 
And False Innuendoes in An Effort to Divert 
Congress from the True Issues Involved”; 

Says the Amendments Should Be Adopted “At the 
Earliest Possible Date in the Present Session” in 
Order to “Prevent Probable Obliteration 


Of the Act in 1940” 


The executive council of the 


American Federation of Labor, 


adopted a strong resolution urging the prompt passage by the 
United States congress of the amendments to the national labor 


relations act proposed by the A. 


F. of L. 


Declaring that the national labor relations board has become 
an ally of a dual movement detrimental to the interests of the 
American Federation of Labor and the public, the council point- 
ed out that an attempt is being made by those who benefit from 


the biased rulings of the board 


to deceive and divert congress 


from the true issues involved, the council emphasized the im- 
portance of passing the amendments promptly at the present 
session of congress to avoid probable destruction of the act in 


1940. 

The text of the resolution adopted by the executive council 
follows: 

Whereas, It became apparent to the American Federation of 
Labor that after the dual movement came into existence the na- 
tional labor relations board became an ally of such dual move- 


ment to the detriment of the interests of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor and the public; and 

WHEREAS, The basic principles of the act are sound but 
the administration of it has been improper and unjust as a result 
of which defects in the act became apparent so that amendments 
became necessary to curb unrestrained, biased discretion; and 

Whereas, The Houston convention by unanimous action 
adopted a basic program for amending the act and said conven- 
tion further instructed the executive council to take into consid- 
eration for amending the act any additional experience acquired

Whereas, Strenuous efforts are being exerted by those who 
are the beneficiaries of the board’s biased rulings and decisions, 
to befog the issues by resorting to name-calling, malicious accu- 
sations and false innuendoes in an effort to divert congress from 
the true issues involved in the subject, that is, to make the na- 


tional labor relations act fair to 


all labor and the public and to 


bring about a fair and proper administration; now 

Therefore, The American Federation of Labor by unanimous 
action of its executive council meeting in Washington this 18th 
day of May, 1939, hereby calls upon congress to pass these 
amendments at the earliest possible date at the present session. 
The issue must be settled by this congress to meet the impera- 
tive and immediate need for the reforms proposed by these 
amendments and to prevent probable obliteration of the act in 


1940.

Label League Makes 
Request of Oakland Flag 
Day Committee to Insist on 
American Made Flags 


A communication, addressed 
to John Cox, chairman of the 
Oakland flag week celebra- 
tion, was sent this week by 
James H. Doyle, secretary of 
the Union Label League of Ala- 
meda county. The communication 
said in part: 

“As chairman of the Oakland 
flag week committee you no 
doubt know the major portion 
of the small flag emblems, as 
well as many of the flags 
which are on display in the 
department and novelty stores, 
are manufactured in Japan, 
and in the natural course of 
trade are placed on sale in the 
various stores. We, the mem- 
bership of organized labor, feel 
that when our national emblem 
is being displayed for any pur- 
pose whatsoever it should be 
manufactured in America un- 
der the American standard of 
living, and that our citizens 
should not purchase flags 
made under such deplorable 
conditions as exist in Japan.

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Hitler's Dictatorship Bans 
Equal Wages for All Workers 


The determination of the totali- 
tarian German government of 
Chancellor Adolf Hitler to place 
women workers in a lower eco- 
nomic status than men workers is 
revealed in a press release issued 


by the _ international transport 
workers’ federation, Amsterdam, 
Holland. 


Based on reiiable information ob- 
tained from Germany, the I. T. W. 
F. in an article entitled “Nazi 
Rulers Want Men’s Labor at Wom- 
en’s Wages,” said: 

“Female labor has greatly in- 
creased again in Germany in re- 
cent years. More and more women 
are employed in the war industries 
to fill the places of men called to 
the colors. Regulations for the pro- 
tection of female labor are tacitly 
put out of operation. 

“Many women had demanded to 
be paid men’s wages for the men’s 
work required of them, and many

| employers, in order to avoid unrest 
in their works, were willing to com- 
ply. But Hitler’s minister of labor 
has now expressly forbidden such a 
proceeding. 

“Instructions issued to local su- 
pervisors of wages ban _ equal 
wages for women even in cases 
where their work is fully equal in 
nature and value. ‘In any case it is 
not possible, for reasons of wage 
policy, in the metal industry to 
bring women’s wages into line with 
the very high standard of men’s 
wages.’ 

“The wage commissioners are to 
prevent an increase in women’s 
wages in the metal industry, lest 
the workers of other industries be 
led to demand an adjustment of 
their wages to that higher stand- 
ard. 

“It must be taken into account 
that in occupations where men’s 
wages are lower and where despite 
the lower wage a heavier physical 
effort is required of the men than 
in the metal industry, unrest would 
be caused if women received such 
high payment.’ (Order of January 
25, 1939.) 

“Hitler’s minister of labor does 
not object to women performing 
arduous men’s work, but does ob- 
ject to their being paid the cor- 
responding wages. 

“Many industrialists are very 
pleased with this arrangement, for 
in many industries women’s wages 
amount to only 55 to 65 per cent of 
men’s wages. 

“Since women are not to receive 
extra pay for men’s work, the em- 
ployment of women on such work 
is highly profitable for the em- 
ployers. Many of them are conse- 
quently taking on as many women 
as they can,

Organized Labor Versus City 
And County Employes 

In San Francisco within the past 
week the news headlines have been 
full of the fact that the city and 
county employes who were backed 
by organized labor suffered a very 
disastrous defeat at the polls when 
an attempt was made to put over 
an ordinance which would have 
standardized the wages of city em- 
ployes so as to coincide with 
wages paid by employers of or- 
ganized labor in private industry. 

The various organizations who 
are ever ready to oppose any im- 
provement in the conditions of the 
man who works for a living imme- 
diately got on the job and despite 
the fact that organized labor stood 
100 per cent behind the issue, it 
was defeated by a vote of more 
than 2 to 1. 

This might not mean a thing to 
some people; but to those of labor 
who have been studying the rapid 
growth of organizations financed 
and sponsored by interests opposed 
to organized labor, it means the 
beginning of dark days, unless the 
rank and file of labor will wake up 
to the fact that the special inter- 
ests are organizing themselves to 
oppose labor, and the pitiful part 
of the whole thing is that there 
was a great many of the so-called 
rank and file of labor who listen 
to these enemies against the ad- 
vice of their own leaders. 

If each member of labor could 
realize that the defeat of any 
group of organized labor, whether 
he be employed by the city, county, 
state, government or private indus- 
try is an indirect loss to himself. 

We should all affiliate with our 
respective organizations so as to 
protect our own interests. If we 
fail to do this then we are defeat-

$13, 7-HOUR DAY ASKED 
BY D. OF C. CARPENTERS 


Threatened Strike Would 
Affect Two Thousand 
Union Members 


William J. Kelley of Indianapolis, 
international officer of the United 
Brotherhood of Carpenters and 
Joiners of America, arrived at 
Washington, D. C., to intervene in 
the threatened strike of 2000 union 
carpenters as a persuasive measure 
to induce the members of the mas- 
ter builders’ association to grant 
the union’s demand for a $13 daily 
wage and a seven-hour work day. 
The carpenters now get $12 a day 
and work eight hours. 

The strike vote climaxed nego- 
tiations extending over three 
months for a contract replacing 
the one which expired May 1. The 
vote in the carpenters’ district 
council was practically unanimous 
for the suspension of work. 

Frank J. Sheehan, secretary of 
the master builders’ association, 
said his group “stood pat” in refus- 
ing to accede to the union’s de- 
mand.

WEEK PLAN DELAYED 


International Labor Office 
Says Most Governments 
Oppose Shorter Hours 


In a report on reduction of hours 
of work in industry and commerce 
which will be submitted to the in- 
ternational labor conference when 
it opens in Geneva on June 8, the 
international labor office suggests 
that the question be postponed and 
referred back to the governing 
body for reconsideration at a later 
date. 

The report discloses that of 25 
governments which have replied to 
a questionnaire sent out last au- 
tumn by the I. L. O. only 7 govern- 
ments favor a 40-hour week. Nine 
others are definitely opposed to 
any reduction of the work week 
below 48 hours and the remaining 
9, while favoring the principle of 
a shorter work week declared that 
they could not contemplate a re- 
duction at this time. 

The report points out that in the 
present state of political insecurity 
and economic instability through- 
out a great part of the world, gov- 
ernments hesitate to assume an in- 
ternational obligation at this time 
to reduce hours of work in indus- 
try and commerce,

Buy California Canned Peaches 


A large number of working men and women who are mem- 
bers of the American Federation of Labor cannery and allied 
unions in California are threatened with serious unemployment 
and its contingent loss of wages through no fault of their own. 


The unusually large crop of California peaches last year 
resulted in a surplus pack of more than 6,000,000 cases of 
canned peaches. Packers declare that unless this surplus stock 
is sold immediately it will be necessary for them to reduce at 
least one-half the canning operations of this year’s peach crop. 
Such a reduction would not only be disastrous to the cannery 
workers, but would seriously affect the growers, whose pur- 
chasing power would be cut at least $5,000,000. 

To help this unfortunate situation, the California State Fed- 
eration of Labor urges union members throughout the United 
States to purchase at least two cans of California peaches 
weekly, thus liquidating the big 1938 surplus and make way for 
the 1939 crop. 

The dues-paying membership of the American Federation of 
Labor is now approaching the four million mark. The mobiliza- 
tion of this large number of union workers for only two weeks 
in the campaign to buy California canned peaches would re- 
move nearly sixteen million cans from retail stores and go a long 
distance toward saving the day for a large number of A. F. of L. 
union members in California. 

At least two cans of these peaches a week should be the 
slogan of every A. F. of L. member until the surplus 1938 pack 
is wiped out. All aboard! 


Democracy Gains Through Motion Pictures 


In the fight for democracy labor is making on many fronts, 
it is encouraging to discover a new and powerful ally. Hereto- 
fore, Hollywood’s gigantic apparatus for influencing public 
opinion has not been directed towards social betterment or social 
change. The movie companies were content to make escapist 
films and rake in the sheckels. 

Production of such unusual films as “Juarez” and ‘“Confes- 
sions of a Nazi Spy,” by Warner Bros., and “The Dictator” by 
Charles Chaplin, seem to indicate that Hollywood’s attitude is 
changing. 

These pictures represent bold pioneering steps on the part of 
Hollywood to give true pictures of social problems. If they are 
successful, Hollywood will produce more such films, Since labor 
knows the public must get true facts about social conditions to 
form a sound judgment, and that the movies can be a tremen- 
dously important factor in influencing public opinion, it is desir- 
able that such films be supported by labor.

CEMENT WORKERS GIVEN 
A. F. OF L. CHARTER 


New International Union Has 
93 Locals, 94 Signed 
Agreements, and Over 13,000 
Dues-Paying Members 


“While there was a frank and 
friendly exchange of views, the 
board and the federation were not 
able to come to an agreement with 
reference to the proposed amend- 
ments. 

“The board and the federation 
are advising Chairman Thomas of 
the senate committee on educa- 
tion and labor of the termination 
of the conferences.” 

Following the issuance of the 
joint statement, Mr. Padway said: 

“The A. F. of L. will continue to 
press its amendments as _ vigor- 
ously and forcefully as it has to 
date. The amendments were the re- 
sult of the Houston convention. 
They are vitally necessary if we 
are to have a fair administration 
of the labor act on behalf of labor 
and the public. Cessation of con- 
ferences will have no effect upon 
our demands.” 


In Event of War Draft 
Capital as Well as Men! 


The senate military committee 
has recommended in a committee 
report on a capital conscription 
bill sponsored by Senator Lee, that 
the federal government prepare to 
draft capital on the same basis as 
men in event of war. 

The committee approved the bill 
12 to 2. “It is inconsistent for a 
government to be able to raise an 
army by compulsion and depend 
upon voluntary subscription to 
support that army,’ Lee asserted 
in the majority report. The bill 
provides for a “wealth census” at 
the outbreak of a war. On the 
basis of it, citizens would be re- 
quired to purchase 50-year govern- 
ment bonds bearing one per cent 
interest.

President Green of the American 
Federation of Labor announced 
that the A. F. of L. executive coun- 
cil had granted an international 
charter to the united cement work- 
ers. 

Hitherto the cement workers’ lo- 
cals have operated through the na- 
tional council of united cement 
workers, with headquarters at 66 
Lake Shore drive, Chicago. 

Officials of the national council 
reported that the union had 93 lo- 
cals in 107 plants, 94 signed agree- 
ments, and a paid-up membership 
of 13,118, with an actual member- 
ship of 15,341. 

Mr. Green said the international 
union will include cement, lime and 
gypsum workers. A convention will 
be convened in a few weeks to 
finalize the set up.

As usual, the employers’ commit- 
tee does not see eye-to-eye with 
the unioniSts in their appeal for a 
“union shop” and a raise in pay. 
Most other points requested by the 
union have been agreed to. 


The agreement now in the throes 
of negotiations is intended to cover 
some 850 paint makers employed 
in over fifty northern California 
plants. California, being the leader 
in this phase of unionism, again 
strives to set the standard for the 
rest of the country. 

SHERWIN WILLIAMS: Paint 
makers wish to again publicly 
thank the various painters’ locals 
affiliated with District Council No. 
16 for their continued support in 
the  international’s controversy 
with Sherwin Williams. 

Many California industries and 
associations are backing us in this 
campaign to bring the remaining 
few non-union paint makers into 
the brotherhood, 

It was interesting to hear the re- 
mark made by one of the paint em- 
ployers’ negotiators at our last 
meeting. Your representative was 
emphatically and thoroughly pre- 
senting our reasons for a wage in- 
crease. The employer in question, 
in rebuttal, remarked “Why, last 
year wasn’t so good. Sherwin Will- 
iams had their worst year in the 
last nineteen.” At which there was 
a hearty hand-clapping. 

STATE LEGISLATURE: In com- 
pany with many other labor repre- 
sentatives, your correspondent 
journeyed to the fair and swelter- 
ing city of Sacramento last Thurs- 
day-week.

Green Asks 


Dismissal of 
NLRB at Once 


Board Is Group of 
“Bureaucrats” Says Head 
Of AFL; Are Sympathetic 
To Lewis’ CIO 


President William Green of the 
American Federation of Labor car- 
ried directly to the nation this 
week an appeal to overthrow the 


national labor relations board, in 
the interests of “fair play.” 

Charging ‘tragic maladministra- 
tion of the act” by the board, Green 
declared: 


“Fair play is all we ask. That 
is all the labor act ever was 
intended to accomplish. That 
is what the labor board has 
disgracefully failed to live up 
to in administering the act. 


‘It was expected fair play 
would create good will, that 
peaceful negotiations would be 
substituted for costly strikes 
and that the free flow of inter- 
state commerce would no 
longer be seriously interrupted 
by labor troubles. 

“It has not worked out that 
way and the responsibility lies 
squarely with the labor board.” 

CITES DECISION 

Green reaffirmed his charges the 
board has sought to destroy fed- 
eration unions and force their 
members to be represented by the 
CIO; has issued orders in conflict 
with law, setting aside legal con- 
tracts between AFL unions and 
employers, benefitting the CIO; 
and declared that “through the 
board runs a common bond of 
sympathy with the CIO.” 

“Sharing destructive philoso- 
phy, the extremists of the 
board and of the CIO have 
managed to accomplish as 
much damage to the American 
worker as though they had 
actually sat down together and 
entered a conspiracy to re- 
shape the American labor 
movement,” Green. charged. 

He called the labor board “a 
group of bureaucrats bitterly op- 
posed to surrendering any part of 
their power,” and added: 

“Lurking in the rear, but 
beating the drum even louder 
than the rest, is the communist 
party.” 


RELIEF FOR SOLONS 


Each member of the house may 
employ an additional $1500 a year 
clerk under legislation approved by 
that body this week.
